Regioncd AM calls 
for council to revive 
Rhiw indoor market 


Regional Welsh Conservative AM, 
Suzy Davies, has criticised 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) over its 
management of the Rhiw Indoor 
Market, saying it has been slow to 
find ways of attracting new 
tenants. 

However, BCBC insists that some of 


the measures she wants to see are already 
being done, and that the traders and 
council are working jointly on other 
measures. 

Mrs Davies has also discovered that 
BCBC is locked into a lease on the town’s 
market hall lasting another 54 years - 
with no break clauses. 

The information was obtained from a 
Freedom of Information request which 
also revealed that the council pays annual 


rent, services charges and insurance of 
£226,000 for the market, which is owned 
by a private property company. 

It received rent of £246,000 from 
stallholders in the last financial year. 

Mrs Davies took up the issue after 
meeting market traders who are anxious 
about the future of the market, where 11 
of the 29 stalls are now empty.

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Apprentice ‘blown 
away’ by CERN 


AN engineering 
apprentice from 
Pencoed’s Sony UK 
Technology Centre 
has been on “the 
trip of a lifetime” to 
the world’s most 
powerful particle 
accelerator. 

Max Rochefort- 
Shugar has visited the 
European 
Organization for 
Nuclear Research, 
known as CERN, in 
Switzerland, which 
pioneers some of the 
world’s most advanced 
research. 

As part of his visit to 
the world-renowned 
facility, the 20-year-old 
apprentice from Sony 
UK TEC had the 
opportunity to view the 
anti-particle factory 
which houses the Large 
Hadron Collider. 

The machine is the 
world’s largest and 
most powerful particle 
collider, which allows 
physicists to test the 
predictions of different 
theories of particle 
physics. 

As a budding 
engineer, the Merthyr 
College student was 
“blown away” by this, 
with experts at the

facility also giving him 
an insight into the 
physics behind particle 
accelerators. 

He said: “It was an 
absolutely 
unforgettable 
experience, and I 
thoroughly enjoyed it. 

“It was fascinating 
to see the physics 
concepts I had learned 
at school being applied 
as part of the ongoing 


research at CERN. 

“The work that I 
saw being carried out 
there into asset 
management software, 
archive documents. 


and their use of 
software to manage the 
organisation’s 
operations between 
departments, will also 
be highly benehcial as 
part of my 
apprenticeship with 
Sony UK TEC. 

“CERN research the 
unexplored areas of the 
physical world. The 
visit has inspired me to 
continue to ask 
questions, explore new 
concepts, be curious 
about why things are 
the way they are, and 
to think differently. 

“There can be 
multiple solutions to a 
problem and it’s 
important to look at 
things from different 
angles.” 

Max was chosen to 
take part in the research 
trip after joining Sony 
UK TEC, in Pencoed, as 
an apprentice electrical 
and software engineer 
10 months ago.

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Porthcawl Comprehensive GCSE results: 

‘A strong performance in volatile times’

AT Porthcawl Comprehensive, 
there was widespread delight 
at the GCSE results - but the 
school added the caveat that it 
was not possible to compare 
this year’s results with last 
year’s. 

A school spokesperson said: “This 
is the first year that the new GCSE 
qualifications have been sat. There are 
two qualifications in maths and a new 
GCSE in English. 

“The results across the local 
authority and Wales have been very 
mixed but the performance at 
Porthcawl has remained strong. The 
Level 2 (A*- C) for English was 69 per 
cent and maths was 76 per cent. 

“Science continues to perform 
remarkably well, with a Level 2 score 
of 92 per cent. The performance 
across the board remains one to be 
proud of, with 83 per cent of our 
pupils achieving five or more A* - C. 

“An outstanding feature of the 
results was an improvement of the 
5A*- A performance to 34 per cent, 
well above local and national 
averages. 

“These are the first set of “New” 
GCSE results, so any comparison with 
previous years is not possible. Almost 
half of the departments in our school 
report an outstanding A* - C 
performance at 80 per cent or better. 

“A most remarkable 56 students 
gained eight or more GCSEs at A*/A 
the largest number ever at Porthcawl. 
This equates to an incredible 27% of 
the year group.

‘On rail infrastructure, 
the Tories are as silent 

as Big Ben’ - says the Ogmore MP 


T he summer 
silly season is 
most 

definitely upon us, 
with the hysteria 
which has ensued 
following the 
silencing of Big 
Ben. 

MPs - granted from 
both sides of the 
political divide - have 
seemingly been 
devastated by this news 
and appear to want to do 
anything to ensure the 
bell keeps chiming for 
the next four years. 

It seems fairly 
obvious to me that with 
the amount of issues 
facing the communities 
across my constituency 
and indeed around the 
UK, the question as to 
whether a bell in London 
chimes every 15 minutes 
pales into insignificance. 

Big Ben isn’t the only 
example of things going 
quiet this summer. 

You might remember 
my previous column, 
where I wrote about the 
UK Tory Government’s 
scandalous decision to 
cancel the electrification 
of the Great Western 
Mainline all the way to 
Swansea. Well, this 
month my Welsh Labour 
colleagues and I have 
been anything but quiet 


on the issue. 

All 22 south Wales 
Welsh Labour MPs co¬ 
signed a letter I wrote to 
the Transport Secretary, 
Chris Grayling MP, and 
the Welsh Secretary, 
Alun Cairns MP. 

In this letter, we call 
on the UK Government 
to reverse its decision to 
scrap electrification, 
address the historical 
underfunding of the 
Welsh rail network and 
honour the funding 
agreement made with the 
Welsh Government in 
2014 to secure a 
sustainable new Wales 
and Borders franchise 
agreement. 

It simply cannot be 
right that, despite Wales 
having 11 per cent of the 
total track across 
England and Wales, 
Welsh routes have only 
received around a 
meagre 1.5 per cent of 
UK Government 
spending on rail 
upgrades since 2011. 

My Welsh Labour 
colleagues and I will 
keep up the pressure 
when Parliament returns 
to ensure the Tories 
don’t keep leaving Wales 
behind.

The asteroid or comet 
which impacted the 
Yucatan Peninsula in 
Mexico some 66 million 
years ago, killing off 75 
per cent of plant and 
animal species on Earth, 
was just two or three 
times larger than 
Florence. 

On the plus side of this 
one, however, the 
extinction of the then 
dominant dinosaurs

led to Homo sapiens 
taking the ascendancy.

English curriculum GCSE 
triumph for St Clare’s pupils 


PUPILS and staff at St 
Clare’s School in 
Porthcawl have celebrated 
excellent GCSE results, a 
spokeswoman for the 
school reported. 

She continued: “St Clare’s has 
been delivering the English 
curriculum for GCSE 
examinations and not the Welsh, 
which means that St Clare’s pupils 
sat the new, reformed GCSEs in 
English language, English 
literature and maths this summer. 

“The new GCSEs will ensure 
that pupils leave school with the 
knowledge and skills they need to 
succeed in the 21st century. 

“They cover more challenging 
content and are designed to match 
standards in the strongest 
performing education systems 
elsewhere in the world.” 

The school reported the 
following: 

100 per cent of grades at the 
new Grade 4+ in English literature 


(UK 72 per cent); 

85.3 per cent of grades at the 
new Grade 4+ in English language 
(UK 64.9 per cent); 

80.6 per cent of grades at the 
new Grade 4+ in maths (UK 68.9 
per cent); 

53.3 per cent of grades at the 
new Grade 7 in English literature 
(UK 18.8 per cent). 

Headmaster Simon Antwis 
said: “Although university might 
seem a long way off when 
deciding on GCSEs, choices at 
this stage can directly impact on 
options when it comes to A-Levels 
and, in turn, when applying to 
university.” 

This year, in unreformed 
GCSEs, 37.8 per cent (an 
improvement of just over seven 
per cent on 2016) of St Clare’s 
grades were at A*-A (UK 22.1 per 
cent) and 93.3 per cent (an 
improvement of nearly four per 
cent on 2016) of grades were at 
A*-C (UK 67.4 per cent), with 86 
per cent achieving a “standard 


pass” at the new Grade 4+. 

Some 68 per cent achieved a 
“strong pass” at Grade 5+ in 
English language and maths. 

The spokeswoman said that 23 
per cent (UK 17.4 per cent) of the 
school’s grades were at Grade 7 or 
above,, adding, “...with Timothy 
Pottage securing the new top 
Grade 9 in maths which is 
equivalent to an A**. 

“Sam Chumley and Kate 
Layland particularly excelled, 
gaining 6 A*, an A and 8, 8, 6 
grades, and 5A*, 2 As and 8,8,8 
grades, respectively. Edwards 
Pyves also performed superbly 
well and achieved 5 A*, A, B and 
7,7,6 grades.” 

Mr Antwis said, “It is a pleasure 
to celebrate with our staff and 
pupils who have worked so hard to 
achieve these results. 

"My congratulations go to all of 
our GCSE pupils and I wish them 
every success as they take their 
next steps into A-Levels and 
beyond.”

Welsh Government is 
urged to call in plans 
for 460 homes in Vale 



PLANS to build 460

A planning application 
has been submitted for 
the Cefn Yr Hendy 
development - on land 
between Miskin, Talbot 
Green and Mwyndy. 

“It also has the 
potential to create 
problems for villages in 
the rural Vale - including 
Hensol, Welsh St Donats 
and Pendoylan - as it 
will worsen existing 
capacity issues at 
Junction 34 of the M4,” 
he argues. 

As well as submitting 
a formal objection to 
Rhondda Cynon Taf 
County Borough 

Council, the Welsh Tory 
leader has written to the 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths 
AM - asking her to call 
in the planning 
application. 


He has cited particular 
issues of national 
significance - including 
the fact the application 
goes beyond the locality 
and will affect residents 
of the Vale and Cardiff 
too. 

“Residents of 

Pontyclun, Miskin and 
Talbot Green, have 
rightly expressed 

concerns about the 
proposed development at 
Cefn Yr Hendy - but the 
potential problems go far 
beyond these areas. 

“With the site so close 
to a Junction 34 - adding 
so many new houses will 
inevitably exacerbate 
existing capacity issues 
with the road 
infrastructure. 

“Vale residents using 
the junction will feel the 
effects of this - as will 
the village of Hensol, 
which is located close by. 

“I have, therefore, 
formally objected to the 
development - but there 
are also issues of national 
significance at stake. 

“So I’ve also written 
to the Cabinet Secretary 
and asked her to call in 
the application - and I 
hope she will do so to 
ensure these are not 
ignored.”

COMMUNITY 
REMEMBERS 
THE PARC SLIP 
MINE DISASTER 


125 YEARS after the disaster 
at the Parc Slip Colliery near 
Tondu, Bridgend, the local 
community came together to 
commemorate the tragedy. 

An explosion, thought to have been 
caused by a faulty mining lamp, took 
the lives of 112 men and boys 
working at the mine. 

Local politicians, including 
Ogmore Member of Parliament, Chris 
Elmore; Assembly Member, Huw 
Irranca-Davies, and Leader of 
Bridgend County Borough Council, 
Coun Huw David, attended the 
memorial event on Saturday. 

Stating at 8.20am, marking the 
exact time the explosion occurred, 
local residents took part in a guided 
walk to commemorate those who lost 
their lives in the disaster. 

Ogmore MP Chris Elmore 
commented: “125 years on, it’s 
important that we came together to 
remember those who died, but also 


recognise the courage of those who 
helped in the rescue efforts which 
helped to save so many.” 

The rescue effort following the 
tragedy saw 39 trapped miners 
brought to the surface. The operation 
continued well into the day following 
the initial explosion. 

Huw Irranca-Davies AM added: 
“The dedication of Neville Granville 
and others in arranging this annual 
commemoration is commendable. 

The tranquil surroundings of the 
wildlife reserve add an extra 
poignancy to recalling the violent 
explosion that killed so many.” 

A memorial (above) comprised of 
112 individual stones with water 
flowing over them, now stands as a 
permanent memorial to those who 
died as a result of the accident. 

The site of the colliery is now a 
nature reserve which is managed by 
the Wildlife Trust of South and West 
Wales. 


Tondu transport 
workshop highlights 
key priorities 


OGMORE AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies 
chaired a ‘transport 
workshop’ in Tondu 
looking at 

infrastructure and 
service improvements 
to rail and bus 
networks throughout 
the Ogmore 

constituency; 
examining present 
and future transport 
links to secure growth 
in jobs and economic 
prosperity - as well as 
tackling ‘inequality’ 
and helping to 
promote tourism. 

High on the list of 
current concerns raised 
with rail operators and 
Transport for Wales 
were: overcrowding of 
carriages in peak-time; 
provision for people with 
disabilities; poor 

connectivity with buses 
and park-and-ride; poor 
condition of older rolling 
stock, and the need for 
more frequent bus and 
rail services. 

“Top priorities for the 
future highlighted at the 
forum included the need 
for the South Wales 
Metro to cover all of our 
valleys (including those 
with no rail service),” the 
Ogmore AM reported. 

To make this happen 
would require rapid- 


transit buses; universal 
ticketing and 

synchronised timetabling 
linking bus, rail, cycle 
and park-and-ride; 
exciting potential for a 
new ‘Bridgend 

Integrated Transport 
Hub’ to bring this 
together. 

The closure of 
Pencoed level crossing 
and real investment in 
the rail-bridge crossing is 
essential for economic 
development of Pencoed. 

The AM stated: “At 
this crucial time, when 
the future of rail and bus 
services in Wales is 
changing rapidly, we will 
make sure that the voice 
of Ogmore is heard loud 
and clear. 

“We’ve already 
secured guarantees of a 
new Sunday service for 
the Llynfi line under the 
new rail service, and the 
Welsh Government 
commitment to examine 
ways to increase the 
frequency of services on 
this line. 

“ This Transport 
Eorum highlighted some 
key priorities for the 
future, and we will be 
widening our discussions 
with transport users and 
non-users over the 
coming months.” 

Chris Elmore MP 
commented: “The UK 


Government’s decision 
to cancel south Wales 
electrification was 
deeply disappointing, as 
it damaged emerging 
proposals around 

Pencoed and elsewhere 
to boost jobs and 
economic growth. 

“But working together 
with Welsh Government 
and local government, 
with transport operators 
and with local 
communities, we can 
help make exciting 
changes in our transport 
network which will li nk 
people to jobs across the 
valleys and into the 
wider south Wales Metro 
region.” 

BCBC Leader Coun 
Huw David added: 
“Bridgend railway 
station is already one of 
the busiest in Wales, and 
it needs to be 
transformed into a hub to 
serve all our towns and 
valleys, linking rail and 
bus and car and cycle 
with jobs and 

opportunities. 

“There is a bright 
future for all our 
communities if we can 
make travel easier 

wherever you live, and 
better connect 

communities locally and 
across south Wales. 

We’re all determined to 
make that happen.”

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Vale AM updates 
protest group on 
Biomass response 


AS well as meeting with 
Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW) last week to secure a 
welcome extension on the 
Biomass Environmental 
Permit consultation, Jane Hutt 
AM raised her concerns with 
the Welsh Government 
Cabinet Secretary for 
Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths. 

The Cabinet Secretary has 
responded to the Vale AM, saying: “I 
understand the opinions which exist 
about this development and the 
concerns you and your constituents 
have regarding the length of Natural 
Resources Wales’ (NRW) 
consultation period. 

“After meeting with Barry 
residents earlier this year, the First 
Minister wrote to the chair of NRW 
in April to ask if it was possible to 
extend the deadline for 


representations on the application 
beyond the initial NRW deadline of 
May 8. 

“This was so local people could 
have more time to express their 
views. 

“I note further information in 
relation to the environmental permit 
application has been submitted and 
NRW is now consulting on this new 
information with a further extended 
deadline of September 10 set for 
receipt of representations from 
interested parties. 

“Should other parties wish to 
make representations after this date, I 
would encourage them to contact 
NRW directly to advise when it can 
expect to receive comments (which 
should be as soon as possible).” 

Ms Hutt has now updated the local 
protest group, DIAG, about this 
response.

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Soderbergh’s big screen 
return is not so Lucky 
in flat heist film... 


I S retirement all 
it’s cracked up 
to be? Not if 
you’re Steven 
Soderbergh; 
having announced 
his retirement from 
directing after 
Behind The 
Candelabra, 
Soderbergh 
softened his stance 
by helming all the 
episodes of TV 
series The Knick, 
before announcing 
his return to the 
(cinematic) fray 
with Logan Lucky. 

It stars Charming 
Tatum and Adam 
Driver as Jimmy and 
Clyde Logan, brothers 
who are renowned for 
their poor luck. When 
Jimmy is fired from his 
job, the pair turn to 
crime, specifically a 
heist at a NASCAR 
event. 

Using the services of 
explosives expert Joe 
Bang (Daniel Craig), 
having broken him out 
of prison, the trio 
attempt to pull off the 
heist. However, their 
actions draw the 
attention of an EBI 
agent (Hilary Swank) 
who is determined to 
catch them... 

Given his body of 
work and the cast 
assembled for his long- 
awaited return to the 
big screen, Steven 
Soderbergh’s Logan 
Lucky should be firing 
on all cylinders, a film 
riffing on Soderbergh’s 
blockbuster territory of 


the Oceans films, while 
also carrying the 
quirkiness that has 
pervaded all his work. 

Unfortunately, while 
Logan Lucky has its 
moments, it’s a film too 
underdeveloped to 
impress, a shaggy dog 
story where the story 
just doesn’t carry the 
requisite amount of 
charm to connect, and 
while Soderbergh gives 
the film a shot of 
energy, it’s just not 
enough. 

The film’s 

background is probably 
more captivating than 
the film itself in many 
ways. The credited 
scriptwriter, Rebecca 
Blunt, doesn’t actually 
exist, with rumours 
hinting that it could 
actually be Soderbergh 
himself, his wife, or 
several other people. 

Whoever the real 
writer is, they should 
have done a better job 
than what has made it 
to screen. 

What should be a 
straightforward heist 
flick is sidetracked with 
odd subplots involving 
NASCAR drivers and 
their sponsors (a 
bemused Sebastian Stan 
and a grating Seth 
McEarlane, getting to 
grips with an atrocious 
moustache and an even 
more atrocious 
hairpiece), the 
ramifications of the 
heist itself and a prison 
where the warden 
refuses to acknowledge 
even the smallest 
problem. 

But what it doesn’t 
do is provide our

characters with any 
great level of motiv¬ 
ation for what it is 
they’re doing. Yes, 
they’re down on their 
luck - the kind of 
characters films like 
these love to utilise, but 
we never get a sense of 
the greater picture or 
what they intend to do 
with their ill-gotten 
gains. 

They’re anti-heroes, 
but without a 
redeeming reason for us 
to root for them.

right thing and turning 
to crime to achieve it. 
Adam Driver, as his 
brother, is equally solid, 
working on the heist at 
ground level while 
Tatum’s character 
worries about the finer 
details. 

The ace in the pack 
comes from Daniel 
Craig, as explosives 
expert Joe Bang; 
bleached blonde hair, 
southern accent, he’s as 
far away from his usual 
screen persona as he’s 
ever been, and while 
his turn may not have 
much depth, it does 
provide much of the 
entertainment. 

Indeed, the heist 
portion of the film 
smacks of Soderbergh’s 
effortlessly cool and 
clinical editing work, 
wonderfully constructed 
as he slowly and surely 
eases up the tension. 

But the aftermath is a 
damp squib, spinning 
off somewhere less 
expected and a little 
baffling, attempting to 
throw a spanner into the 
lives of those involved, 
but failing to land. 

Hilary Swank’s 


dogged EBI agent is 
essentially a cameo, 
and a lacklustre one at 
that. 

It makes sense that 
Soderbergh would want 
to subvert his most 
commercially 
successful work and try 
not to raise the ghosts 
of the Oceans franchise; 
but Logan Lucky lacks 
that wow factor, feeling 
like a 2017 redux 
featuring ‘simple- 
minded folk’ rather than 
career criminals. 

It could have been 
something truly special; 
instead, it’s something 
truly underwhelming. 

VERDICT: 

Reasonably entertaining 
before the final third 
becomes a damp squib, 
Logan Lucky is a flat 
return to the big screen 
for Steven Soderbergh. 

The cast are decent, 
the direction strong, but 
the story just doesn’t 
cut the mustard and 
needed sharper writing 
to really click into gear. 
Average.

I also explained that 
the head set I had to wear

Beach rescue comes with a 
warning: RNLI lifeguard 
cover ends in September 


A teenager struggling to keep his 
head above water in the sea off 
Ogmore beach was rescued by an 
RNLI lifeguard on Sunday 
(August 27). 

Three boys had got into difficulties at 
about 5pm when they stepped off a 
sandbank about 40 metres out from the 
beach and suddenly found themselves 
out of their depth in deep water. 

RNLI lifeguards heard the boys, who 
were between 50m and 100m to the right 
of the red and yellow flagged safe 
swimming area, calling for help. 

An RNLI spokesman said: “Lifeguard 
Dave Allen had just returned to shore on 
a surf rescue board- after a routine 
safety inspection of a kayak - and 
immediately rushed to the struggling 
boys. 

“All three boys were out of their 
depth, but it was clear the boy furthest 
away from the beach was in most 
difficulty. He was exhausted, panicking 
and by the time Dave reached him, his 
head was beginning to go under the 
water. 

“Dave managed to get the casualty to 
hold onto the surf rescue board and them 
pulled him onto the board and paddled 
him back towards the shore. The boy was 
conscious but exhausted and 
unresponsive, and when he returned to 
the beach, was too tired to walk. Dave 
assisted him away from the waterline and 
treated him for shock. 

“The RNLI lifeguard service on 
Ogmore beach was supported by 
volunteers from Penybont SLSC over the 
busy Bank Holiday weekend and club 
member Steve Parker had spotted the 
danger and came to assist. 


“While Dave was treating the first boy 
on the beach, Steve swam out to the 
other two with a rescue tube. One of 
them had managed to get back onto the 
sandbank, so Steve swam to the other 
and brought him back to the shallower 
water of the sandbank, before returning 
them both to the beach. 

“An ambulance had been called and 
during routine condition assessments on 
the beach, all three boys said they had 
swallowed water - so lifeguards 
recommended they go to hospital with 
paramedics.” 

Llantwit Major Coastguard Rescue 
Team members were also on the scene. 

RNLI lifeguard supervisor Ross 
Gribble said: “This incident proves how 
unpredictable the sea can be. One minute 
the boys were happily playing in their 
depth, and the next they were panicking 
and struggling to stay afloat in deep 
water. 

“The swift actions of our lifeguards 
and Penybont SLSC members ensured a 
good outcome for the three teenagers and 
we would also like to thank Penybont 
SLSC for their support throughout the 
summer.” 

The RNLI’s seasonal lifeguard service 
at four Vale of Glamorgan beaches - 
Ogmore beach, Whitmore Bay on Barry 
Island, Llanwtit Major beach and 
Southerndown - as well as Coney beach 
and Pink Bay in Porthcawl, will end on 
Sunday (September 3). 

RNLI lifeguards will continue to 
patrol daily at Trecco Bay and on 
weekends at Rest Bay, between 10am 
and 6pm throughout September. 

Ross went on: “I would like to thank 
all the lifeguards who once again 
provided a first class safety service on 


the beaches this summer. They have 
shown commitment and dedication to 
both their ongoing training and their 
work on the beaches. 

“After Sunday, there will be no red 
and yellow flags flying at the majority of 
the beaches in the area, which means 
there’s no lifeguard service operating,” 
he warned. 

“People visiting the beaches after this, 
can help keep themselves safe by taking 
note of the safety signage at the entrance 
to the beach, going with a friend, or 
telling someone on the shore where they 
are going - and always being aware of 
the conditions and their own capabilities 
in the water. 

“Autumn sees big spring tides and 
bigger swells around the coast. People 
walking on the coast should always 
check the tide times before setting out, 
and carry a means of communication. 

“The bigger swells mean more 
unpredictable rip currents in the water, 
which are strong currents of water 
running out to sea that can quickly drag 
you out beyond your depth. 

“If you get caught in a rip, don’t 
panic, and don’t try to swim against it or 
you’ll get exhausted. If you can stand, 
wade, don’t swim. 

“If you’re out of your depth and 
getting tired, try to relax and float for a 
short time to regain control of your 
breathing. Then, if you can, swim 
parallel to the shore until free of the rip 
and then head for shore, raise your hand 
and shout for help. 

“The RNLTs advice is not to enter the 
water if you see someone in trouble, but 
rather to call 999 and ask for the 
coastguard, ” Ross added. 


‘Revive the 
Rhiw indoor 
market’ says 
a regional AM

Mrs Davies is urging 
the council to be “more 
pro-active and more 
imaginative” in getting 
new tenants. She said 
she had asked the 
council what action was 
being taken to let these 
stalls and was told they 
are all on its website and 
some have marketing 
boards on them - 
although others do not. 

The council was 
intending to instruct a 
local letting agent “in 
due course”. 

Mrs Davies said that 
the council seems to 
have no sense of 
urgency. She went on: 
“The council needs to 
pull its finger out and 
start actively promoting 
Bridgend market to get 
more tenants in. 

“An exciting market 
is a draw. Town traders 
as a whole are explicit in 
their discontent with the 
council’s approach to 
developing town centre 
retail, as we saw in the 
recent elections. 

“I recently visited the 
market with Coun Kay 
Rowlands, who is 
regeneration spokesman 
for the Conservative 
group on the council. 

“We were shocked at 
the number of empty 
stalls we saw. There are 
whole aisles where there 
are no let stalls. 

“It’s very 

disheartening for the 
other stallholders who 
are fighting hard to 
make a living. I have 
also asked how much 
subsidy the market 
receives from council 
taxpayers, as the cost of 
its own employees such 
as the market manager is 
not included in the 
expenditure listed. 

“There will be less 
income in this current 
year because so many 
stalls are empty and this 
will result in a larger 
subsidy needed from 
taxpayers.” 


Coun Rowlands, who 
represents Brackla, said 
that she was shocked to 
see so many empty 
stalls. 

She said: “Bridgend 
market has always been 
a busy, lively place with 
lots of hustle and bustle. 
But with fewer 
businesses to attract 
customers, it has lost a 
lot of that spark. There 
are some first class 
businesses in the market 
and the council owes it 
to them to put things 
right. 

“The first thing we 
must do is be more 
innovative in the way 
that we let these stalls. 
People should be given 
trial tenancies with 
reduced rents so that 
they can try out a new 
business idea before 
committing themselves 
to a longer tenancy”. 

She said that requests 
from organisations to 
use the empty stalls to 
put on displays had been 
rejected. 

“Why? Anything that 
draws people into the 
market will help the 
traders in there and 
shuttered stalls attract 
no-one. The council and 
its staff need a new 
mindset. 

“It cannot be business 
as usual as too much has 
changed. Officers must 
start thinking laterally to 
turn the market into a 
catalyst for the 
regeneration of the 
whole town centre.” 

Mrs Davies said that 


market traders are angry 
about the loss of the 
pedestrian link directly 
into the market from the 
old Rhiw car park, and 
at the decision to move 
the Shopmobility service 
from the Rhiw, which 
has been demolished, to 
the Brackla multi storey. 

This had also resulted 
in a drop in trade. 

Mrs Davies added: “I 
welcome the new two- 
hour free parking 
scheme in the re¬ 
developed Rhiw car 
park. It’s a start, but 
getting the market right 
will be key to ensuring 
that the town centre as a 
whole prospers and 
thrives.” 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “A Market 
Partnership Strategy 
Group has been 
established, and the 
traders and council are 
working together to 
develop new and 
innovative ways of 
attracting new stalls and 
supporting fresh 
business. 

“As regards some of 
the suggestions that 
have been made, many 
of these have already 
been set up, including 
the offering of trial 
tenancies with reduced 
rates, staging events 
within the market, and 
using stalls to promote 
things like free 
storytelling sessions, the 
summer reading 
challenge or Halloween 
and Easter festivities.”

MORE must be 
done to warn people

Andrew RT Davies 
(South Wales Central), 
whose family have 
farmed in the Vale for 
several decades, said 
Welsh Government plans 
to extend open access 
land brought tremendous 
opportunities - but there 
were also risks that 
should not be ignored.

Government is currently 
holding a consultation on 
the plans: taking forward 
Wales’ sustainable 
management of natural 
resources. 

It closes on September 
30 and Mr Davies 
encouraged as many 
people as possible to take 
part. 

Mr Davies said: 
“Open access land brings 
many new opportunities, 
but the balance must be 
struck between safety 
and enjoyment. 


‘First Minister is

W ITH our 
GDP in 
Wales well 
below the average for 
the UK, our education 
system not producing 
results to put us in the 
top tier, as compared 
to other education 
systems in Europe, the 
increasing demands 
on our health service 
allied with our 
ridiculously ever- 
expanding public 
sector (didn’t the 
Labour Party promise 
prior to the last

In 
fact, more voted for this 
than voted for his party at 
the last Assembly 
election. 

People in Wales 

expect their elected 
representatives to respect 
the clearly-expressed 
wishes of the electorate 
which, with regard to the 
EU referendum, our First 
Minister is clearly 

refusing to do. 

It is time that our First 
Minister demonstrates a 
positive ‘can do’ 

approach to all the 
challenges we face, of 
which exiting the EU is 
only one. 

If he does not wish to 
do this then he should 
make way for some one 
prepared to do so.

BARRY Wanderers flirtation 
with relegation continued as 
they fell short chasing a Dinas 
Powys total of 178 at Hayes 
Point on a wonderful late 
summer’s day.

IN racing, as in all 
things, there are 
stars. 

Then there are real 
stars. And then there's 
genius. George Fordham 
was a genius. And 
defining genius taxes 
conventional criteria. 

His talent was God 
given. This Victorian 
paragon rode the first of 
his 2587 winners, 
Hampton at Brighton on 

9 October 1851, aged 
14 and weighing barely 
four stone. 

Just four years later 
he was crowned 
champion jockey, the 
first of 14 titles (a total 
only exceeded by Sir 
Gordon Richards) that 
also saw him collect 16 
English classics plus a 
nickname embodying 
his devilish skills, ‘The 
Demon’. 

History, however, has 
not been kind to 
Fordham. The 
explanation is simple. 
Fate decreed his 
outstanding career be 
overshadowed by that 
bitter rival Fred Archer, 
a jockey deemed his 
inferior yet enormously 
successful and widely 
celebrated. 

Archer, whose 
nickname of 'The 
Tinman' derived from 
his insatiable pursuit of 
'tin',Victorian slang for 
money, was the polar 
opposite of 'The 
Demon'. 

Whereas Fordham 
was squat, rubicund and 
affable. Archer was 
pale, lanky and 
brooding. And if Archer 
rode like a man with the 
devil at his elbow, 
Fordham rode like a 
wizard with wand at the 
ready. 

Despite the inevitable 
loss of his turf war with 
his 20 years younger 
adversary prior to his 
retirement in 1884 

owing to ill-health, 
'The Demon' prevailed 
in countless skirmishes. 

His talents drove 
Archer to utter 
frustration - ‘The 
Demon' was the itch 
Archer couldn't scratch. 
Nowhere was this better 
demonstrated than in the 
'match' races 

that were a staple 
ingredient on Victorian 
race-cards. 


Fordham and Archer 
were invariably the 
jockeys of 

choice in these two- 
horse duels and they 
provided the perfect 
stage for Fordham's 
mastery of 'kidology'. 

Fordham had the art 
of feigning distress off 
to a tee. By inducing 
premature effort from 
an overconfident rival, 
it enabled him to catch 
them out with his famed 
last-ditch 'rush'. 

Archer was no 
exception, once hurling 
his saddle across the 
weighing room 
following humiliating 
defeat. 

Eventually Archer's 
fragile psyche and 
brittle constitution 
cracked; 'The Tinman’ 
shot himself. He was 
just 29 years old. 

Thus legends 
implanted in our 
sporting consciousness: 
books are written;laurels 
awarded; glorification 
ensues. 

Yet truth will out. 
Fordham was 
considered Archer's 
superior by the majority 
of contemporary 
jockeys, trainers, 
horsemen and scribes. 

But Fordham's death 
was far less Homeric. 
Consumption and 
alcohol abuse took its 
toll on the 50-year-old’s 
body in October 1887. 
Thus legends expunged; 
books are not written 
and laurels wither on 
the vine. 

The worth of any 
competitor is gauged by 
those he competes 
against, and the measure 
of George Fordham is 


the stature of the jockey 
deigned his inferior - 
sufficient testimony to 
acknowledge him as the 
finest flat jockey of the 
19th century and one to 
rank alongside Gordon 
Richards and Lester 
Piggott.

It really is an 
excellent initiative and I 
believe having more ex¬ 
jockeys involved in the 
media will prove 
advantageous.”

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Barry Athletic bowling pair just fall short 


IT was a case of so near and yet so far for 
the Barry Athletic pair of Glyn Thomas 
and Martin Clarke at the 2017 Welsh 
national Championships at Llandrindod. 

Having comfortably seen off the challenge of Ely 
Valley’s Chris Ashman and Phil Robbins in the 
county final, hopes were high for the Barry duo to 
lift the title, won previously by Glyn and his former 
pairs partner Robert Morgan in 2003 and 2005. 

The performance and the results started well for 
the Barry pair at the finals in Llandrindod as they 
comfortably disposed of Pontrhydyfen’s Barrie 
Evans by 20 shots to 15 in the last 16, and that was 
quickly followed up with a match against a home 
club pairing skipped by Chris Martin in the quarter 
final. 

This was a more tense affair but with superb 
bowls from the two Athletic players as the match 
reached its climax, Glyn and Martin held their nerve 
to win a tight encounter by 20 shots to 19. 

A new day saw a semi-final against the 
Carmarthenshire pair of Mark Watkins and Jake 
Hancock, who had progressed with narrow victories 
over the Eerndale and Gilfach pairs. 

However Glyn and Martin were in no mood to 
miss the main event and powered through the semi 
to win by four shots, 23-19, to set up a final against 
top Welsh international Mark Wyatt and his partner 
Chris Doidge from Caerphilly, with the prize of 
qualification for the British finals in 2018 at stake. 

As with previous matches this was a tight 
encounter with Martin Clarke consistently laying 
good heads for Glyn to develop and it was only the 
skill and an occasional element of good fortune from 
skip Mark Wyatt that kept the game tight in the early 
exchanges. 

With the scores locked at 14 shots each on the 
18th end it was still all to play for but a series of 
brilliant shots from skip Wyatt effectively turned the 


game in favour of the Caerphilly duo. With the 
Barry pair holding four shots, Wyatt, with a deadly 
combination of running woods and draw shots, 
converted the head to score three shots, and 
provided an advantage that the Barry pair could not 
overcome. 

Needing three shots on the last end to take the 
match in to an extra end, and despite good bowls 
from lead Martin and skip Glyn, they could not 
muster enough and narrowly lost out in an epic 
encounter by two shots. 

A narrow defeat by 19 shots to 17 was not what 
the Barry pair and their travelling support had 
wanted but they had to concede defeat to the top 
class Caerphilly pairing who will now go on to 
represent Wales in the British Isles championships 
next year. 

The Barry pair can rue some missed chances but 
they will surely have caught the international 
selectors’ attention when the international trial 
teams are selected for the 2018 season, and the 
Barry club can also reflect in the success, and its 
ability to produce top class players that can 
continually compete at the highest level of Welsh 
bowls year after year. 

Returning to league action, the PGl side were in 
search of points, but were up against Carruthers 
shield semi-finalists Ely Valley, who were also 
looking to assert themselves after their defeat at 
Llandrindod. 

With the weather set fair, the 4Wood green at 
Barry looking and running at its very best, this was 
all set up for a tight encounter. 

It was the visitors who established a small 
advantage first, with Paul Taylor racing in to a 8-1 
lead over Richard Bowen, and and John Applegate 
building a 10-2 advantage over Glyn Thomas, 
whose rink was finding the going tough. 

Dave Wright started well against the experienced

Phil Robbins, racing to a 11-6 lead and Rob Morgan 
also started well to establish a lead over Chris 
Ashman of 8-1. 

As the game progressed it was the visitors who 
found the quick-paced Barry green more to their 
liking more than the home side. 

John Applegate’s rink applied the pressure to 
build a 20-8 lead after 13 ends and leave Glyn 
Thomas’s rink staring at defeat, eventually running 
out victors by 28 shots to 15. 

David Wright’s progress was halted as they 
dropped two fours and a five mid-game to trail 13 
shots to 21, and Robert Morgan also dropped two 
threes to fall behind 11-19. 

With the four rinks in deficit the writing was on 
the wall for the Barry outfit and the points gained 
from individual rink victories looked to be the only 
realistic option for the home side. 

With three rinks well down it was left to Richard 
Bowen’s rink, with superb consistency from Gary 
Gane, Mike Vaughan and Geoff Whittaker, to apply 
the pressure against former Commonwealth star 
Paul Taylor in an attempt to avoid the whitewash. 

Although in deficit 13-18 on 18 ends the Barry 
combination responded well to take a three and a 


four on the 19th and 20th ends respectively to lead 
by two going in to the final end. 

Despite an exceptional shot with his last bowl 
from Paul Taylor, the visitors were only able to 
recoup one of the two shots needed on the final end 
and the Barry rink ran out victors by 20 shots to 19 
and earn a valuable two points for their ongoing 
relegation battle. 

However a creditable performance from the 
visitors saw them run out well deserved victors by 
26 shots, 66-92. 

The outcome of the Athletic’s PG2 side’s visit to 
Penarth Windsor was altogether a better outcome 
than the PGl side. 

Still favourites for promotion but with a much- 
depleted side, the battle with St Pagan’s to top the 
league is still very much on and points from this 
match against neighbours Penarth Windsor were 
vital for the run in. 

A good performance from all the players selected 
ensured that they claimed another important victory 
by 12 points to 2 to confirm promotion to the top 
division. 

Architect of the away win was skip Mike Jones, 
with Don Evans at his superlative best in the swan¬ 
song of his bowling career, who put together a 30-13 
win over the home team. 

The experienced Gareth Humphries also ground 
out a win by a single shot whilst Albert Mintern 
effectively turned the game with his 26-13 shots 
victory, scoring 13 shots without reply over the last 
five ends. 

So with one match to go and promotion already 
secured, the selectors will be ensuring that a strong 
competitive side is fielded for the final fixture 
against Cardiff Athletic to give the Barry Athletic 
PG2 team the best opportunity to be crowned 
champions. 

The opening day defeat at Cardiff now seems a 
long way off and the team has gone from strength to 
strength under the captaincy of Paul Webley and the 
experience of his players, and irrespective of the 
result, it will be remembered as a successful season 
for the club that restores them to the top division of 
the Private Greens 2 division.
